One Shoe Clamps the Track and the 
Other the Wheel. 


The Lindell Railway has adopted a new 
brake for all of its electric cars which it is 
claimed will solve the fender question as 
well as accomplish the quick stoppage of 
the cars. 

The new brake consists of two brake 
shoes which are keyed on the brake beam.

Tests have been made which show that the 
new brake will stop a car gol at full 
speed in twenty feet. None of the old 
brakes will stop a car under similar condi- 
tions in less than ninety feet. 

In addition to the quick stoppage of a 
car, it is claimed that the track shoe 
being applied direct to and rubbing along 
the rail will act as a fender. It will be 
impossible for the body of a person on the 
track to get under the wheels. 

Another great advantage claimed by the 
Lindell i for the new brake is the sav- 
ing of the car wheels.

A FINANCIER’S FOLLY. 


Banker Clews of Wall Street, New 
York, who sends a circular letter to the 
newspapers each week, purporting to 
deal with business conditions, says: 
“What the nation needs more than any- 
thing else is rest.” To bring about this 
condition of rest, he throws out the fol- 
lowing suggestion: 

“Imagine the effect upon business if 
Congress would simply pass a sound 
money law and then adjourn for a period 
of five or six years. The effect would be 
electric.” 

Certainly, the effect would be electric, 
but not exactly what Mr. Clews im- 
agines. Such a proceeding would be rev- 
olutionary and would lead to revolution. 

However, this revolutionary trick coun- 
seled by Wall Street is not only foolish 
but impossible. The constitution of the 
United States provides that Congress 
shall meet at least once every year, and 
it has no power to take a recess for any 
longer period than its legal life. When 
the life of a Congress is terminated by 
law, at the end of its constitutional two 
years’ period, the public is not con- 
cerned any more with that Congress, and 


instead of “sine die’ would be simply 
regarded as opera bouffe. 

This may all be news to Henry Clews, 
for it is probable that in no part of the 


country is there such profound ignorance 


of the United States Constitution as in 
the money dives of Wall Street.

Iw other words, it is exercising its con- 
trol of the home market to shut Amer- 
icans out of foreign markets. 


A WISE CHANGE. 


The action of the Senate in amending 
the House army and navy appropriation 
bill is to be comnrended. 

As the bill left the House, nearly three- 
quarters of the work provided for as 
coast defense during the next fiscal year 
was to be done by contract. Out of the 
$5,000,000 set apart for such work only 
$1,585,000 was placed under the control of 
the army engineers. The rest was to 
be paid out to contractors from time to 
time for such “continuing” work as gov- 
ernment contractors can always be relied 
upon to keep in hand. 

The Senate amendment places the en- 
tire $5,000,000 under the control of the 
Department, leaving the contract- 
for whom the House displayed great 
tude this year, out of the account. 

More money has been appropriated un- 
der the contract system this year than 
ever before. Yet the system has never 
justified itself in either the quality or the 
cost of the work done. It has been 
found to be both an inefficient and an 
extravagant way of doing public work.

fair had scarcely paid expenses, and this 
feature, which has so widely and favorably 
advertised the city, would have long since 
been abandoned had not the racing season 
the association to replace an an- 
nual deficit. The ground has become too 
valuable to be reserved solely for the pur- 
ose of an annual fair lasting a week. 
he racing is absolutely necessary for the 
continuation of this beautiful park in its 
resent uses. fe it will be seen that any- 
thing that thréatens to destroy the race 
meeting also threatens to pull down the 
entire structure.

CYCLING GOSSIP. 


Curious Conditions of the Waldo Park 
Race—Kenneth’s Anniversary. 


Entry blanks for the Waldo Park road 
race, which takes place at Kansas City, 
have arrived in St. Louis and can be had 
on application at any cycle store. 

The conditions of the race are, to say 
the least, very peculiar. 

One of them forbids “coasting” during 


the race. This is in itself enough to incite 


inquiry, as it is not often that a rider in a 
road race can afford to sit up and rest. 
At Waldo Park, however, a big down 
grade cuts quite a figure on the run in. 
A rider can coast down this grade faster 
Shan he can pedal. ‘ 

This was proven last year when Bob 
Laing, who rode without toe clips, put his 
feet up on his frame and coasted past such 
redoubtable riders as the Coburns and Bert 
Harding, who were pedalling hard down 


It ies not easy to appreciate why the 
managers of the road race took it upon 
themselves to forbid coasting.“ unless it 
fs that the Kansas City riders are not so 
adept in the art as the St. Louis lads, who 
have trained over the. De Soto road. 


Another curious and unusual proviso in 


the conditions of the race is that one which 


forbids riders making a change of wheels 
during the race unless an accident renders 
the eel they are riding useless.

But Apologies From Deputy Mielert 
and an Effort to Make Up for 
Lost Time Mol'ified Him. 


The case of Zenas F. Nye against the. 
Cass Avenue and Fair Grounds Railway 
was again called for trial by Judge Wood 
Tuesday after a day had been lost by the 
failure of a deputy sheriff to make a re- 
turn on six subpoenas. 

The look of mortification which settled on 
the Judge’s usually pleasant countenance 
Monday when he saw that a day was to be 
lost was gone Tuesday, for the Sheriff's 
offic® had put forth special efforts to make 
up the deficient panel of special jurors, 
and Chief Deputy Mielert had made an ex- 
haustive explanation of exactly how it all 
happened. 

5 much money the State of Missouri 
will credit to its profit and loss account 
for the twenty-four hour paralysis of Judge 
Wood's court, because a deputy sheriff 
failed to report, is not known, but it must 
be a pretty penny. It goes without say- 
ing that the man who would cause a 
like stagnation in a business house would 
not get an opportunity to repeat the opera- 


tion. 

The Deputy Sheriff who failed to make 
re returns in the subpoenas was Gustav 

eyer. 
As explained in last evening’s Post-Dis- 
patch, the case of Nye against the Fair 
Grounds Railway had to be laid over be- 
cause there was not one extra special 
juror of the venire of twenty-six to fill 
a vagancy in the panel caused by the ex- 
cuse of David Strauss for. cause. 

‘When Mr. Strauss was dismissed because 
of a deep seated prejudice against * 
suits, there were only seventeen * 
men in the box, and the law says that there 
must be eighteen, so that each side may 

eremptorily challenge three, and leave a 
ury of twelve. , 

Two of the venire of twenty-six had been 
excused before Mr. Strauss, and Judge 
Wood was ready to issue attachments for 
the absent six when none of them an- 
swered to the call to come forward. 
As a precautionary measure Judge 
Wood sent Deput Schapperkotter to 
learn whether the six had been rsonally 
served. Schapperkotter came back with the 
information that the Deputy who had been 
commissioned to serve the missing six with 
subpoenas had failed to make a return. 
In other words he did not report whether 
or not he had notified them to be in Judge 
Wood's court. 

At first Judge Wood was disposed to re- 
buke the whole Sheriff's office, for the Nye 
case was the only one on the day’s docket. 
The seventeen jurors were dismissed and 
Sheriff Troll was sent for. In his stead 
came Chief Deputy Mielert, for Mr. Troll | 
was not in. , 

Over the partition inclosing the Judge’s 
apartment floated the words What does 
this mean?“ as soon as Mr. Mielert en- 
tered, and then in reply were heard the 
explanations of the Chief Deputy. Judge 
Wood was inclined to insist on an explan- 
— from Mr. Troll in person, for he and 
his deputies as officers of the court are 
subject tc punishment for contempt for 
negligence, as ordinary citizens are for dis- 
respect. 

Mielert’s apologies and promises that it 
would not occur again finally mollified the 
e. 
en this seance was over, Mietert ex- 
= the hitch to a reporter thus: Last 

riday we received orders to serve six 
special juries, or almost 200 men.

Wiliam Stobie, one of St. Louis’ oldest 
citizens, died at 1:15 Tuesday morning, at 
his home, 4869 Washington boulevard.
